SEVENTY-SIX  GATHER  FOR 

BOSTON  ALUMNI  DINNER 


ALL-WEATHER  TENNIS  COURTS 

PROMISED  FOR  SPRING  SEASON 


On  Friday  night,  February  4,  the  annual 
Boston  Alumni  Dinner  was  held  at  the 
Harvard  Club  of  Boston.  Seventy-six  were 
in  attendance  despite  the  bad  driving  con- 
ditions prevailing  on  that  night. 

From  the  faculty  Dr.  Edward  W.  Eames, 
Headmaster,  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager,  Mr. 
Thomas  McC.  Mercer,  Mr.  Edgar  D.  Dun- 
ning, and  Mr.  Roy  A.  Ohrn  were  in  at- 
tendance. Former  Headmaster  Dr.  Charles 
S.  Ingham  made  a  special  trip  from  his 
home  in  Connecticut  to  be  present,  and  a 
number  of  his  alumni  were  on  hand  to  greet 
him. 

President  Gerald  May  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation presided  at  the  dinner.  Dr.  Eames 
spoke  briefly  on  the  current  condition  of  the 
school  and  mentioned  his  hope  that  the 
plans  for  the  new  gymnasium  might  be  com- 
pleted in  the  near  future.  Dr.  Ingham  spoke 
on  the  joys  and  the  problems  of  advanced 
years.  He  made  his  hearers  feel  that  age  was 
not  necessarily  uncomfortable  but  could  be 
met  gracefully  and  enjoyed. 

The  final  speaker  was  Mr.  Morris  Oliver, 
the  R.A.F.  veteran  whom  the  undergradu- 
ates had  heard  at  the  Christmas  Dinner  at 
South  Byfield.  He  talked  of  his  experiences 
as  a  prisoner  of  the  war  in  Germany  and  of 
his  participation  in  the  "Barbed  Wire  Uni- 
versity" which  enabled  so  many  young 
Englishmen  to  continue  their  education 
through  the  long  years  as  prisoners  of  war. 


MR.  EVANS  JOINS  MATH 

DEPARTMENT  AT  ACADEMY 


Mr.  G.  Heberton  Evans,  a  graduate  of 
Princeton  University,  has  joined  the  Mathe- 
matics Department  at  the  Academy.  He  is 
living  on  the  second  floor  of  Ingham  House 
and  assists  in  supervising  the  boys  on  that 
corridor.  Mr.  Evans  is  assisting  Mr.  Ragle 
in  junior  varsity  hockey  during  the  winter 
term. 


Mr.  Eames  recently  announced  that  a  few 
parents  and  friends  of  the  school  had  con- 
tributed to  a  gift  which  will  make  possible 
the  construction  of  at  least  two,  and  pos- 
sibly four,  all-weather  tennis  courts  during 
the  early  spring. 

The  courts  will  be  constructed  on  the 
field  north  of  the  Cottage  and  will  be  of  the 
asphalt-fiber  type.  Construction  will  begin 
as  soon  as  ground  and  weather  conditions 
permit;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  courts  will 
be  ready  for  play  early  in  April. 

This  is  a  much  appreciated  gift,  since  it 
will  not  only  make  more  courts  available  for 
match  play  during  the  regular  tennis  season, 
but  will  also  make  possible  a  longer  season 
in  the  spring  and  many  more  week-ends  of 
play  in  the  fall.

One  of  the  surprises  of  the  Christ- 
mas season  has  been  cards  with 
friendly  messages  from  students  of 
Governor  Dummer  who  room  in 
Ingham  House.  Tho'  quite  unex- 
pected, this  gesture  was  very  pleas- 
ing to  me  and  I  intended  making  a 
personal  acknowledgment  to  each 
of  the  boys,  but  the  number  became 
too  large  to  permit  this  line  of  ac- 
tion. So  may  I  use  your  publication 
to  say  to  all  my  new  friends  at  the 
school  that  I  hope  to  know  them 
better, — I  am  sure  we  speak  a  com- 
mon language  and  would  get  on 
nicely  together.

RADIO  CLUB  MEMBERS

How  well  they 
can  accept  each  new  responsibility  is  one 
measure  of  their  development  and,  inci- 
dentally, of  their  readiness  for  college. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  winter 
term,  the  graduating  class  here  at  Governor 
Dummer  was  granted  a  new  privilege,  the 
privilege  of  studying  in  their  own  rooms 
during  their  free  class  periods  instead  of  in 
the  large  supervised  study  halls.  With  this 
privilege  comes  the  responsibility  for  getting 
one's  assignments  done  and  for  maintaining 
our  scholastic  standing. 

It  is  very  much  to  the  credit  of  the  class 
that  during  the  first  month  of  the  new  privi- 
lege the  general  class  average  went  up  one- 
half  point.

HOCKEY  CLUB  OUTSCORES 

BROWNE  AND  NICHOLS  TEAM 


The  Governor  Dummer  hockey  team 
scored  its  first  victory  of  the  season  by  de- 
feating the  Browne  and  Nichols  team  3-0 
on  February  5.  The  game  was  played  on  a 
warm,  sunny  day  and  required  two  rinks, 
for  mid-way  in  the  second  period  water 
swamped  a  large  portion  of  the  Morse  Field 
ice  and  forced  a  move  to  the  Ingham  rink. 

The  Governors  were  leading  1-0  at  the 
end  of  the  second  period,  and  at  the  start  of 
the  third,  Bowen  out-raced  the  defense  and 
scored  to  send  the  Governors  into  a  firm 
lead.  Later  in  the  period  Eames  scored  his 
second  and  gave  the  third  and  fourth  lines  a 
chance  to  perform,  which  they  did  notably 
well.  The  team  played  position  well,  but 
owing  to  poor  ice  both  teams  failed  to  gain 
speed,  thus  preventing  more  scoring  by  both 
sides. 


The  Governor  Dummer  basketball  team 
won  its  seventh  straight  on  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  at  Milton  Academy.  The  Red  and 
White  jumped  to  an  early  lead  which  they 
never  relinquished  throughout  the  contest. 
The  synchronized  ball-handling  of  the 
Governors  proved  to  be  the  deciding  factor. 

A  substantial  lead  was  built  up  at  the  end 
of  the  first  two  stanzas  as  a  result  of  John 
Canepa's  numerous  one-handers  from  the 
side.  During  the  second  half  Jennings  caught 
fire  and  clinched  the  game  against  the  Mil- 
ton quintet.  The  rangy  Red  and  White 
center  was  high  scorer  with  28  points,  while 
Canepa  contributed   16  for  the  Governors.
